Hs Honour's Decision. 

In the course of his judgment 
this morning His Honour ‘said ‘it 
wus impossible to support the view 
that Clarke was a caretaker. “It is 
absurd,” the Puisne Judge proceed- 
vd to point out, “to say that a man 
wito has made himself reponsible 
for the full monthly rental and has 
paid "a substantial sum for the 
furniture and fittings is a mere 
caretaker, Then has he the pro- 
tection of the Rents Ordinance? 

‘If he hasnotitis cléar that plain- 
tiff is entitled to possession.” 

After discussing a number of 
legal authorities, including several 
which Mr. Watson had quoted dur- 
ing his argument, His Honour said 
that, generally speaking, the gen- 
eral object of the law was the pro-|, 
tection of the man in actual occupa- 
tion and in the case before him the 
defendant clearly wasa tenant in 
itctual occupation. ‘ 

“No doubt, a very wary man,” free 
m arked ‘the Judge in conclusion, 

“would not ‘have concluded his 
bargain until he had scen the rent 
receipts.

CHINESE “CHOP” QUERY 


WAS IT BINDING? 


—_— 


AN IMPORTANT RULING.’ 

‘Kn important judgmont concern- 
ing the validity of Chineso firm 
“chops was delivered by the 
Piisno TJudgo (Mr. Justico Gom- 
pertz) in tho Bummary Court 
to-day. The parties in tho case 
were Chau Shan-nam (plaintiff) and 
the Wing Choong ung firm 
af paper merchants (defendants). 

Hiy Honow had been asked to 
givo a coling on an agreed statement 
af facts. * : 

Mr, Justico Gompertz suid :— 
“The plaintiff claims $1,000 on a 
promissory nate bearing the chop of 
the defendany firm. The firm con- 
gists af two partners—one dormant 
and the een exercising slight 
supervision only, Wu Chiny-lan, a 
shartl ade but not a partner, wie 


' the manager and did the buying and 


selling and with the fullest pawers 
carried on tho business. In March, 
3922, the plaintiff advanced $1,Q00 
toa Wu, who stuted it to be for the 
usy af the firm. The moncy was 
paid on ‘the firm's premises and 
promissory note bearing the avdin- 
ary and regular chop of sthe firm 
wns afixed hy Wu. Tho monoy 
‘wag nnt in fact wpplicd to the pur- 
poses af the firm but was retained 
by Wu for bis own use. The 
partners had no knowlodge of the 
trunaiction. There is ne evidence 
that the firm has ever borrowed 
money. I have to decide whether 
the firm is linble. : 

“Phe question is partly,ane of 
agency. In English law it is well 


_ pottled that the manager of a busi- 


ners has no implied authority to 
borrow money. It is pointed out 
that borrowing money is no part of 
the ordinary business of paper mer- 
chants but ‘it is common knowledge 
on the other hand that local Chinese 
firms very frequently niise maney 
by Joan for the purposes of the busi- 
nees, To my mind, the whole ques- 
tion of liability turns on the matter 
of the chop. Wu was the manager, 
having practically the entire con- 
‘auct of tho business. He wus 
entrusted with the gener ‘chop

confers vory wide and genoral 
powers upon the holder.”” 2 

“Tn my apinion,” conclued His 
Honour,” tho firm had held ont Wu 
as their genom! agent far sll reason- 
ablo business purposes, whieh would 
include tho mising of inoney by 
Ioan, and I think therefore they are 
estopped froma denying his authority 
to barrow. ‘There must be judg- 
mient for the plaintiff with costs. "”
